MR.  MAYOR,  MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I beg  to  submit  a brief  report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough 
for  the  year  1941.  I again  repeat  that  all  the  usual  records  have 
been  made  and  are  being  kept  for  future  reference. 

A Diphtheria  Immunisation  Campaign  was  inaugurated  in 
January  and  continued  throughout  the  year.  The  response  was 
good,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  3,117  children  had  been  immun- 
ised, including  762  children  previously  immunised. 

Scabies  was  prevalent,  but  energetic  measures  were  taken  to 
reduce  the  incidence. 

A scheme  for  Home  Helps  was  arranged  in  October,  but 
owing  to  the  industrial  nature  of  the  district  and  the  call  upon 
women  for  armament  work,  it  is  difficult  to  get  suitable  persons 
to  undertake  these  duties. 

During  the  year  preparations  were  being  made  for  the 
opening  of  a War-time  Nursery  at  the  West  End  Council  School. 
This  Nursery  was  opened  in  February,  1942. 

There  was  no  epidemic  of  infectious  disease.

Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  is  held  every  Friday  afternoon,  one  week  at 
the  Richmond  Street  Centre,  and  the  following  week  at  Enville 
House  Centre. 

Fifty-one  sessions  were  held  during  1941  and  290  expectant 
mothers  made  1,099  attendances. 

This  figures  of  290  represents  an  attendance  of  43  per  cent, 
of  the  total  notified  (live  and  still)  births. 

The  nutrition  of  the  expectant  mothers  received  special 
attention.  Extra  milk,  Adexolin  Capsules  and  iron  preparations 
are  available  for  all  who  attend.  The  number  of  cases  admitted 
to  the  Lake  Hospital  under  the  Council’s  Assisted  Scheme  during 
the  year  was  105. 

Post-Natal  Clinics. 

This  Clinic  is  held  on  the  first  Thursday  afternoon  in  the 
month  at  Enville  House  Centre. 
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There  were  nine  sessions  in  the  year  and  the  number  of 
patients  who  attended  was  47. 

Stillbirths. 

The  number  of  stillbirths  notified  amongst  Ashton  residents 
during  1941  was  21.  The  stillbirths  are  investigated  by  the 
Health  Visitors  and  Medical  Officer  and  the  causes  of  death 
carefully  noted.

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

A Diphtheria  Immunisation  Campaign  was  inaugurated  in 
January  and  continued  throughout  the  year.  In  January  and 
February  every  School  was  visited  by  the  School  Medical  Staff 
to  carry  out  the  immunisation  of  the  children  whose  parents  had 
given  their  consent.  Sessions  for  immunisation  were  also  held 
at  the  School  Clinic  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.

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Para-Typhoid  B Fever. 

Nine  cases  were  notified,  the  diagnosis  being  confirmed  in 
six  cases.

One  case  had  possibly  contracted  the  disease  while 
on  holiday  in  another  area.  In  spite  of  exhaustive  enquiries  into 
the  cases  it  was  impossible  to  trace  the  source  of  infection.

Measles  was  prevalent  early  in  the  year — the  decline  of  an 
epidemic  from  1940.

Eighty-six  cases  of  primary  Pneumonia  were  notified.  All 
notifications  were  notified  to  the  District  Nursing  Association.

Nurses,  565. 


Scabies. 

The  incidence  of  Scabies  still  remains  high.  The  Scabies 
Order,  which  came  into  forces  in  October,  1941,  gives  Local 
Authorities  extended  power  to  deal  with  households  affected  with 
Scabies. 

Treatment  by  baths  and  the  application  of  Benzyl  Benzoate 
was  continued  at  the  First-aid  Post. 

A special  report  on  “ Infestation  by  Lice  ” was  made  during 
the  year. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Hyde  Authority  for  the 
admission  of  cases  of  Typhus  Fever  to  the  Borough  Hospital, 
Hyde,  if  any  cases  should  occur.
